The daughter of the cyclist who was 
left fighting for his life after a crash 
in New Malden has encouraged cy¬ 
cling safety and thanked bystanders 
who helped her father. 

Siobhan Sharp, 24, said her police 
officer father was training to cycle 
in the Prudential Ride London race 
on Sunday to raise money for the 
NSPCC charity when he was hit by 
a car in Portland Avenue, just before 
6pm last Wednesday. He was cycling 


on a 20-mile training route home 
from work with just three miles to 
go when he was knocked down. He 
was taken to St George’s Hospital in 
a critical condition. 

Miss Sharp, from Kingston, said: 
“He was cycling on his way home 
from work, which was to be the last 
time he planned to cycle before the 
Pru 100 on Sunday. 

“The NSPCC is important to him 
because in his line of work he has 
come across lots of vulnerable chil¬ 
dren and has seen how agencies like 
the NSPCC really help them. 

“We have been told that a passer¬ 
by, who was a GP, administered first 



gave first aid to father after rush-hour crash 


aid while waiting for the ambulance 
to arrive which is amazingly kind 
and brave. The staff at St George’s 
have also been wonderful in helping 
him and us through this. We would 
also like to thank any witnesses 
who stayed to help the police gather 
statements.” 

Her father was taken to the major 
trauma unit in St George’s where he 
underwent plastic surgery on his 
ear and was diagnosed with a dou¬ 
ble fracture of the neck. 

No arrests had been made as the 
Kingston Guardian went to press. 

Kingston police has launched an 
appeal for witnesses. 


Former Rose Theatre employee 
Miss Sharp said she hoped her fa¬ 
ther’s accident would encourage 
other cyclists to think about their 
safety when riding. 

She said: “The damage to my dad’s 
helmet has shown us that it was 
vital in protecting him from sustain¬ 
ing even more serious injuries. 
Hopefully this will encourage other 
cyclists to wear theirs. 

“He is now on the road to recovery 
and we feel extremely lucky that he 
will recover considering the severi¬ 
ty of the accident.”

Busy team on ‘toughest beat’

A new team of police offi¬ 
cers handed the toughest 
beat in the borough has an¬ 
nounced the results of its 
first few months on the 
mean streets of Kingston. 

With 200 crimes committed 
in May and 198 in June, this 
part of Grove ward bordered 
by the railway station and 
bus station to the north and 
east, and Kingston Crown 
Court to the south, is as 
busy as sections of central 
London. 

Kingston Council and 
Mayor of London Boris 
Johnson invested £1.2m in 
hiring extra police officers 
for the particular area earli¬ 
er this year. 

The 15-strong team is led 
by sergeants Dave Williams 
and Will Holland and has 
notched 109 arrests since 
getting to work in April. 

Alleged offences include 
carrying a knife, serious as¬ 
saults, handling stolen 
goods and fraud.

very busy team, the crime 
figures show it. 

“We are working a lot of 
overtime. I am lucky to have 
a group of people that are 
really keen and up for it. 

“As soon as they book in at 
the beginning of the shift, 
they are running around all 
day, and more - they are lap¬ 
ping it up. I think we are 
reaping the benefits. 


“We have definitely seen 
business crime coming 
down since we started and 
cycle theft continues to 
fall. 

“We work quite closely 
with the town centre link 
radio system. We actually 
end up reacting a lot of the 
time to calls that come di¬ 
rectly to us. 

“And we are able to get to 


stuff town centre-related 
quicker because it cuts out 
the call centre part.” 

As well as making arrests, 
town centre team members 
find themselves on plain- 
clothed patrols, running 
in-depth investigations and 
working with the probation 
service in the cases of prolif¬ 
ic offenders.

Tyres burned rubber and saddles shook 
as 25,000 cyclists thundered through the 
capital and Kingston twice at the week¬ 
end for the annual Ride London 
challenge. 

Roads normally used to the roar of 
passing cars instead echoed to the noise 
of bells, pedals and the cheers of the 
crowd as the event organised to cele¬ 
brate the legacy of the 2012 Olympics 
marked its third anniversary. 

The 100-mile route began in Queen

Richmond and north 
Kingston MP Zac Goldsmith 
has attacked proposals for a 
high-rise development - but 
it is not one in Kingston. 

The Conservative London 
mayoral hopeful has spoken 
out over a 16-storey sky¬ 
scraper in Purley. 

Mr Goldsmith expressed 
his opposition in a letter to 
Croydon Council leader 
Councillor Tony Newman. 

He described the tower as 
“clearly oversized” and said 
it would “utterly dominate 
the area”. 

But his comments have 
angered some Kingston resi¬ 
dents who have asked why 
he has not been quite so 
vocal about proposed high- 
rise development in his own 
borough. 

Andree Frieze, of Kingston 
Residents’ Alliance (KRA), 
said: “It seems that Mayoral 
hopeful Zac Goldsmith cares 
more for the opinions of res¬ 
idents in his would-be con¬ 
stituency of Purley than 
those of his actual con¬ 
stituents in Richmond Park. 


“Clearly, Zac Goldsmith 
will support Tories in their 
battles, but not residents 
with theirs.” 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry is the political 
representative for this 
part of the constituency 
according to ward bound¬ 
aries and has previously 
spoken out against high-rise 
developments. 

But Mr Goldsmith tweeted 
the group back last week 
and said: “I have had numer¬ 
ous conversations with the 
council about this, and our 
views are known.” 

He added he would study 
any plans submitted for the 
borough and said: “My start¬ 
ing point is a very strong 
preference for in-keeping 
high-density low rise.” 

KRA had previously 
protested against a 19-storey 
tower block at the old post 
office site in Ashdown Road 
before this application was 
withdrawn and taken back 
to the drawing board by 
developer St George. 

The alliance is now set to 
tackle plans for the town 
centre’s biggest proposed 
tower yet at 63.1m and again 
19 storeys. 

The Eden Walk General 


Partnership, a joint venture 
between British Land and 
Universities Superannua¬ 
tion Scheme (USS), will 
submit a planning applica¬ 
tion for 400 flats in Eden 
Walk in the autumn. 

Kingston Council leader 
Councillor Kevin Davis said: 
“It is all about quality of 
design and material. 

“I don’t think we can 
blanket all tall buildings as 
wrong because some are 
very nice.” 

Mr Goldsmith said: “Pro¬ 
posals for the old post office 
site have been withdrawn, 
and when they come back I 
hope they will have taken on 
board local concerns, which 
the council knows I share. 

“Other applications for 
high rise in Kingston are yet 
to be submitted. 

“If they are inappropriate 
for our area, I will object as I 
always do. 

“My starting point is a 
strong preference for more 
traditional high density low- 
rise development, in keeping 
with the area. 

“We need more homes but 
it is crucial that new devel¬ 
opments enhance, rather 
than undermine communi¬ 
ties.”

‘Police need to say sorry’

A mother spied on by police 
after the death of her son in 
Kingston has expressed dis¬ 
appointment the Metropoli¬ 
tan Police has not publicly 
apologised. 

Sukhdev Reel, 65, was fi¬ 
nally invited to Scotland 
Yard and allowed to see se¬ 
cret reports into police spy¬ 
ing on her family while she 
campaigned to find out 
what happened to her 20- 
year-old son Ricky after he 
was found dead in the 
Thames in 1997. 

But Mrs Reel said she was 
“misled” about the number 
and contents of reports she 
found had been almost en¬ 
tirely redacted, providing 
“crumbs of information”.

Mrs Reel described the re¬ 
cent meeting as an “exer¬ 
cise of rubbing salt in to 
our open wounds” as she 
was handed a letter rather 
than the public apology she 
had so long demanded. 

She said: “The meeting 
was just a paper exercise. 

“We were given redacted 
reports that really do not 
make sense to me. 

“At the end of the meet¬ 
ing we get a letter from 
[Met professionalism assis¬ 
tant commissioner] Martin 
Hewitt saying ‘I am very 
sorry that we fell so far 
short of our responsibility 
to handle information’. 


“But we want the police to 
say that in public and not 
just in a letter. They make 
all these mistakes then 
they hide in a corner. 

“Come out publicly and 
say it.” 

Ricky’s body was pulled 
from the Thames on Octo¬ 
ber 21,1997, a week after he 
was last seen in Options 
nightclub, now Pryzm, in 
Clarence Street. 

He and his friends were 
said to have been racially 
abused by a gang of 
white men before his 
disappearance. 

Mrs Reel believes Ricky 
was racially murdered, but 


Kingston police have al¬ 
ways maintained there is 
no evidence suggesting foul 
play. 

Mrs Reel is now hoping a 
public inquiry, launched 
earlier this year, will give 
her the answers that she 
and her family, as well as 
other victims of police spy¬ 
ing, deserve. 

Mrs Reel, from West 
Drayton, said: “Lessons 
need to be learned now not 
in 10 or 15 year’s time. 

“The judge in this inquiry 
has to understand that 
there are campaigns like 
ours that will not go away 
because we have been dam¬ 


aged by this spying.” 

It was last year that Mrs 
Reel first learned she had 
been spied on by police. 

Others affected included 
the families of Stephen 
Lawrence and Jean Charles 
de Menezes. 

The allegations came to 
light as part of Operation 
Herne, a £1.6m-a-year in¬ 
vestigation into undercover 
police conduct. 

John Azah, chief execu¬ 
tive of Kingston Race and 
Equalities Council, chaired 
a Justice for Ricky Reel 
campaign in 1998 and sat on 
a panel overseeing the 
second police investigation 
into his death. 

His name had also been 
included in data collected 
by undercover police 
officers. 

Mr Azah said: “If the po¬ 
lice do not disclose every¬ 
thing they can they 
continue to make the fami¬ 
lies distrustful of the 
service. 

“The Reel family are enti¬ 
tled to a public apology. It 
won’t repair the damage, 
but it will go some way to 
rebuilding their trust.” 

A Metropolitan Police 
spokesman said: “The MPS 
have approached these 
discussions as a private 
matter between the MPS 
and the families and 
representatives of these 
campaigns.”

I was very disappointed to hear 
of the proposals by Lidl to relo¬ 
cate its UK headquarters to the 
site of the Jubilee Way Motorcy¬ 
cle Project (JWMCP). 

Your article (500 new jobs in 
Lidl move, July 23) suggests that 
500 jobs would be created. 

Would these jobs not be filled 
by workers who currently reside 
in the UK headquarters, based in 
Worple Road, Wimbledon? 

Chessington is only a few miles 
from Wimbledon, so commuting 
the extra distance for staff based 
at Wimbledon would not be an 
issue. 

Indeed, the potential is that 
staff who travel north on the A3 
would be passing the new pro¬ 
posed site already. 

The JWMCP was, I understand, 
set up for young people who had 
an interest in motorcycles and 
had nowhere legal that they 
could ride their off-road 
motorcycles. 

Some of these young people 
were, I believe, young offenders 
and had been prosecuted for rid¬ 
ing illegally around the borough. 

Since the JWMCP opened, the 
amount of illegal riding around 
the area has reduced to almost 
zero. On occasions, you could not 
walk in fields around Tolworth 
and Chessington for fear of being 
mown down by these illegal 
riders. 

The JWMCP is sponsored by 
two local companies (Tippetts 
Honda and CDR Electrical 
Wholesalers) who obviously be¬ 
lieve in the interests of young 
people and giving them a safe, se¬ 
cure area for them to enjoy the 
sport in a controlled and moni¬ 
tored environment. 

If the Lidl development goes 


ahead and the JWMCP is not re¬ 
homed within the area, we will 
see an increase in off-road riding 
within industrial estates, open 
green spaces and, potentially, 
local roads. 

So why could Lidl not propose 
the old MAFF site on the edge of 
the A3 as a suitable site? Ah yes, 
it has been sold to Tesco, who 
have submitted various applica¬ 
tions to Kingston Council for yet 
another superstore, even though 
there is one already three miles 
up the A3 at New Malden. 

While I am not against 
the thought of new 
housing within the 
borough, the plans 
propose a whole 
housing develop¬ 
ment - with the 
potential of hous¬ 
ing more than 
1,000 residents. 

These residents 
will presumably have 
children, so where are 
the new leisure facilities 
for these kids? 

There is no sign of any extra 
leisure activities for them, not 
even any play areas. Just anoth¬ 
er concrete urbanisation spring¬ 
ing up in an already overcrowded 
area. 

I recently visited the JWMCP 
project with my eight-year-old 
nephew. My wife and I decided 
that we would like to treat him to 
a little something different for 
his birthday. 

Vic and Allen were superb with 
their help and assistance to my 
rather nervous but keen nephew. 
They provided excellent guid¬ 
ance and assistance with helping 
him overcome his fears and pro¬ 
vided first class safety clothing 


and equipment for him to wear. 

Within an hour, my nephew 
was being chaperoned around 
the intermediate circuit by the 
instructor. 

My nephew’s confidence was 
building with every lap of the 
circuit and, when the session fin¬ 
ished, he was beside himself 
with excitement. 

So what would have been the al¬ 
ternative to him trying out this 
sport? Buy a second hand bike 
(condition unknown, with possi¬ 
ble safety defects) find a field 
and let him go. 

I for one am very angry 
about the proposed 
plans and would be 
very happy to assist 
in any way with the 
JWMCP to prevent 
the build or, at 
least, locate a suit¬ 
able alternative site, 
where the project can 
continue and flourish 
for future generations of 
young motorcycle riders.
